^ A recent visitor to this district who has been travelling 
extensively in other parts of Alberta, as well as in the 
South-Western States, made the observation that 'there 
are few districts that live to themselves in these days 
Voluntanbr or involuntarily almost all come under the in¬ 
spection “ the ever-passing tpUrist who forms his im¬ 
pressions of » community from the appearance of the 
homes there. Under modern conditions each wayside 
home, contributes to the favorable or unfavorable impres¬ 
sion left by any given district. 

Commenting further; this visitor remarked that Alber¬ 
ta farm homes did not present the appearance of interest¬ 
ed and devoted attention, that is noticeable in most rural 
areas of California, for example. There, the fruit grow¬ 
ers or ranch owners, though in quite as serious difficul¬ 
ties as-the Alberta land owners, are much more regardful 
of the appearance of their property. Their "off” months 
are devoted to careful, and at times to artistic fencing. 
They are generous with paint, and those personal touches 
in beautification, which enhance the appearance and val¬ 
ue of a property, but cost little in cash outlay. Their 
work in this respect is based on a love of sightliness and 
neatness, and the result is a “homey” appearance, which 
is within the range of all. 

Referring to Alberta, the visitor said that some dis-. 
tncts between Caigary and Edmonton made a much more 

favorable impression than our own district round 
fne neat fencing, the general tidiness, the well 
painted builuings and the apparent love of trees left a 
memory of stable, enduring, home-loving communities, 
taking a pride in'ownership. 

It is for us as individuals, to take this comment to our¬ 
selves. Do our homes and surroundings give indication ol 
our mental and sentimental attitude to our property? its 
appearance shows the value we place upon it, and helps to 
set values for the entite district. It is our perpetual ad¬ 
vertisement of our standards of living and our ambition. 

Taken over, the years, there is no part of Alberta rich¬ 
er in yield than this district, nor ‘more favorably placed 
for possibilitiejs of beautification. But there are many of 
our homes where fences, are allowed to fall into disrepair, 
where barn doors hang loose on their hinges, where ma¬ 
chinery and discarded gear strew the yards, and where 
homes are neither painted nor whitewashed. 

There are homes quite barren of the gentling influence 
of trees. Much of this work can be accomplished in the 
more leisurely months and between seasons. It is profit¬ 
able, work, because it not only enhances the value and en¬ 
joyment of his home to the owner, but it enhances the 
general value of property. If every individual should set 
himself to improve the appearance of his place within the 
limit of his ability, the passing Traveller would carry a 
much more’vivid memory of the happy comfortable, rela¬ 
tively prosperous community, that this actually is. At 
least, it lies in our own hands to ms ke a favorable first 
impression. And who knows to what these first impres¬ 
sions may lead 7 

SIGNIFICANT — STARTLING 

., It is not only Major Douglas and other economists who 
believe that the money system of Britain, and of the 
world, has broken down. To their ranks have been ddded 
a British group of financiers and industrialists wln> de¬ 
mand a Parliamentary probe into the British money sya- 
. tem. This is regarded by many as the most .signiiicunt 
incident of the past four years, indicating the recognition 
by financiers themselves, that the present system fails to 
1 meet the needs of the present times. 

Leaders of commerce and industry in England, headed 
by.. Sir Geoffrey Clarke, Sir Stanley Machin, Sir Maurice 
Jenkins and others, declare that the modern parade of 
poverty in the midst of plenty has gone too far, and that 
a new system must be evolved. This system .must have 
ak its object the issue and recall of currency and credit 
in such- a manner that the money tokens Will be available 
to the consumer in sufficient amount that he may enjoy 
the output of production. The purchasing power of the 
community lias been made insufficient to buy the whole 
product of industry, through monetary defects. 

“The pbject of production is consumption,” they say, 
“and with approximately 90,000,000 people destitute or 
nearly so, amongst those nations alone Which keep statis¬ 
tics, it cannot be said that the desire to consume is not 
present. . The primary functions of production and dis¬ 
tribution are frustrated.” 

They quote King George’s speech at the opening of the 
World Conference when he said that it surely was not 
beyond the power of man to use the resources of the 
world for the material progress of ill civilization. 

The signatories of this demand for Parliamentary in¬ 
quiry, stress the urgency of the present need, and state 
that it is quite unnecessary to wait for international ac¬ 
tion as other countries will find it essential to follow 
Britain’s lead. 

The voices of economists and humanitarians have been 
raised in pretext against the inadequacy of the monetary 
system to maintain the flow of produce to consumer. 
When leaders of commerce and industry join tfie ranks 
the governments may take notice. 

THF. OIL MAN’S \ IKW 

————— j 

In discussing the advantages of a southern outlet from 
the Turner Valley oil fields, an oil company official from 
one of the central locations, favored it strongly. It is not 
unreasonable to suppose that his viewpoint is shared by 
a great proportion of the oil men-of the Valley. 

He referred to the serious congestion that results from 
*hp lark of a southern outlet* The fact that business 
ears, visitors’ cars, trucks moving equipment, oil tanks, 
etc., must all go -and come by the same route, causes a 
delay in progress, and places a heavy burden upon the 
one road. This loss in time is realized acutely at present, 


w hen activity has reached a high peak especially in the 
lower end ol the field. 

Referring also to the burden on the one highway Whfich 
must cairy me whole movement it was his opinion tnat 
Lie government would find it cheaper in the long ruq' to 
oaiid the lluriell-liigh River outlet. The nature of the 
biaific in and out of the Valley is particularly hard on a 
road. ’1 he size of the vehicles meeting each other neces- 
s.tates a wide outswing that taxes the road to its lull 
width.and is hard on the shoulders. In time' the road 
will be a heavy ?ost for maintenance unless the traffic 
gets relief. The continual meeting of these heavy trucks 
with others equally formidable is hard on the trucks 
themselves, and the outlet at the soutjr end would greatly 

р. iijimize all this trouble and eventual expense. 

Many of the oil companies also have connections in the- 
south-eastern part of the province. They are cbntinually 
moving casing and other material between the Valley and 
the Lethbridge fields. They too, feel the expense and de¬ 
li y in being forced to the circuitous route by Black Dia- 
fond. i 

this is the viewpoint of an oil man, who feels that High 
River should never cease to urge the need of the road, 
not from tlie standpoint of the town of High River, but 
-from the standpoint of service to all Souhern Alberta and 
to the oil.area itself. In his opinion it is a necessary pro¬ 
ject to preserve the quality of the present road, and the 
cost wouid be saved in maintenance of the northern route 
a cost vvnich will become necessary if it has to continue 

с. uiiig for the congestion in traffic. 

He suggested that private members in the Legislature 
nave not tne slightest conception of the magnitude of the 
V alley industry, i he majority are in ignorance of the 
huge investment in tire field, and the real and potential 
wealth. In the minds of many no doubt, it still ranks 
as a little experimental project In the southern p 
the province. ' they could see the situation for them¬ 
selves they would readily grasp the importance of the 
Hartell-high River highway as a provincial necessity. 


Dramatic efforts are being'made by authorities of Can¬ 
ada, to clear James Fahey, 16 year old Jasper Park car¬ 
penter, from the overhang of Leavenworth penitentiary. 
Most citizens are now familiar with the story of this man. 
As a youth of 2<> he was arrested for complicity in a U.S. 
mail robbery and sentenced for life to Leavenworth peni¬ 
tentiary, from which lie escaped in 1910, during a sensa¬ 
tional jail break. Coming shortly after to Canada he has 
lived in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta for 21 
years and had established himself as an honest, trustwor¬ 
thy citizen. Last fall he was poaching in Jasper Park, a 
minor offence which is scarcely reckoned in the category 
of crime. Hut his fingerprints were taken and forwarded 
to Ottawa where they were identified as those of one of 
the lifers who escarped from Leavenworth in 1910 . 

HAs'arrest was the first intimation to his wife and fam- 
j hy, to jus iriern.s ana associates in Canada, that he had 
e.cr iiveu other man an honest upright hie. There has 
resulted one of the most unusual situations in the history 
of justice m Cana .a. Ills wile and family stood hy him, 
vvnich might be taken ior granted, since their actual ex¬ 
perience oi‘ tiic man far outweighed this remote episode 
of the past. His neighbors in Jasper, rose up in a body, 
interceding with authorities for his release and standing 
his i jijil. OOO bail. From Spirit 'River where he once home- 
steauM, from hamlets and towns in various parts’ of the 
Vv est, came the voices of friends, urging his good charac¬ 
ter and begging for his release. The force and unanimity 
of opinion made itself felt in the Legislature at Edmon¬ 
ton, with Premier Brownlee and with Prime Minister 
Bennett. Their appeal to the American courts of justice 
was based on the 2 1 years of useful, honorable citizenship 
in 'Canada, and there seems no doubt that the President 
l .ind Department of .Justice will consent to a free pardon 
or parole.

Another ihougnt occurs in connection with this situa¬ 
tion. if Fahey haiTTived in a little side street in a large 
city, known only to a small circle ol’ associates, would his 
rescue have been .attempted or accomplished? 

One is impressed anew with the solidarity, the warmth, 
the strength of a small community, Wnen one member is 
threatened, everybody knows, and the accused stands or 
falls on the merits of the community knowledge of him. 
Jasper village came together to a man, to Fahey's sup¬ 
port. They set about the rescue so competently, so de¬ 
cisively that they left no loophole of doubt as to their 
meaning. One of the finest features of the story -is the 
spirit of the small community. It is in such environment 
that people come together closely, know each other inti¬ 
mately an i are ready to hack that knowledge with a 
thrilling loyalty and action.

The town of Grande Prairie is shortly to be the geene 
of a mammoth community sale, at which all conceivable 
produce of the farm is to lie offered at auction. F.ntries 
of livestock, grain, machinery and household goods have 
come in from a wide area,, and if roads are good the 
countryside will converge on the northern town. Some 
will come to buy and some to sell, and it is anticipated 
that there will he a big circulation of money as well as 
the fulfilment‘of many needs.

Legislative Action to Deal with 
Hours, Prices, Etc. of All Industries 


The widely discussed bill which has 
been before the Legislature as an as¬ 
sistance to Trade and Industry within 
the province provides for. 

(1) A bureau of trade and indus¬ 
try headed by a director. __ . 

(2) Inquiry by the director at any 
time into any trade or industry where 
he believes conditions therein are det¬ 
rimental to the industry or to the 
public. 

(3) The director to arrange con¬ 
ferences of organizations to draw up 
a code for each with thecobject of 
ending unfair competition and setting 
fair prices, regulating hours and 
wages. If 60 per cent, of the per¬ 
sons engaged in any trade agree on 
the code it will be binding for all 
members of that trade. Amendments 
to codes may be made on the same 
basis. If members of a trade do not 
agree on a code the director and his 
advisory’ board will draw up a code 
themselves. 

(4) Registration of all persons en 
gaged in any trade and prohibiting 
unregistered persons from carrying
